Gentlemen, — Give me leave 'to thank you, and to convey a full 
expression of my gratitude to ' the Magistrates of the neighbourhood, 
the Merchants, and other Inhabitants/ probably Electors * of the 
Town of Sheffield,' who have been pleased to join in the requsition 
which has been read to me — by which I am invited to become a 
candidate for the representation of your future Borough, as soon as 
the Ministerial Reform Bill has become a law, and the consequent 
dissolution of the present Parliament has invested you with the 
electorial power. 

To be so called upon at any time by the inhabitants of a district so 
rich in industry, so famed for enterprize, and in the prosperity of 
which, from the ties of friendship and neighbourhood, I have so deep 
an interest, must be an object of high and laudable ambition-^but to 
be invited for this purpose on the eve, and almost in the hour of your 
enfranchisement, to be requested to assume the guardianship of privi- 
leges for which you have so long contended, at a moment when long 
denial, and the immediate prospect of success must have created feel- 
ings of no ordinary triumph, and to be thought worthy at this 
difficult period of our affairs of being the protector of a commerce

and I avail myself of the opportunity you now afford me, most re- 
spectfully to make known to its inhabitants, that when the Reform 
Bill shall have become a Law, I shall presume, under your auspices, 
to ask their suffrages, and encouraged by your offers of support, shall 
then aspire (no one knows better than myself with what unworthiness) 
to a prouder station than under the expiring system could ever be at- 
tained, — namely, that of being returned under the new Charter of a 
Sovereign, the most patriotic in our history, — by electors as free as 
air — to a genuine House of Commons.

it becomes a candidate for the representation of one of the greatest 
seats of English, manufactures to adhere to and maintain. For the 
present, I again thank you more than I can express for the honour 
you have done me, and for the manner in which it has been done. 

To whose labours, and to whose well»earned" position in your re- 
gards, with so little of personal service to adduce, I owe this signal 
mark of confidence, no one knows better, and no one refers with 
more pride, than the humble individual before you ; and I trust if it 
be my fortune to attain the high distinction^ you have opened to my 
view, that by listening, in all diffiicult affairs, to his counsels and ex- 
perience, and by receiving from you, on all occasions connected with 
your local interests and trade, ready instruction and support, I shall 
be enabled by degrees to overcome my own deficiencies, and be ren- 
dered in time more fit to serve you.

Gentlemen, — In replying to your very gratifying invitation, I 
will not obtrude upon you the full expression of the feelings excited 
in my mind by so distinguished a testimony of your good opinion. 

It is superfluous to say how inestimably valuable that testimony is 
rendered by the consideration, that it comes from men, with many of 
whom I have long had the pleasure of familiar intercourse, either in 
political affairs, in transactions of business, in social enjoyment, or in 
intellectual pursuits. While this consideration enhances the honour 
conferred, it also accounts for a warmth of expression for which I sensi- 
bly feel I am more indebted to the partiality of friendship than to 
personal merit* 

No one can have a deeper sense either of the arduous nature of 
the office for which you have invited me to become a candidate, or of 
his own deficiencies in reference to it, than I have, and considering 
how many of my friends and neighbours have equal or superior 
claims to mine, I should have felt it presumptuous to put forth un- 
solicited any pretensions to such a distinction ; but I trust that no 
undue presumption can be imputed to any one who comes forward at 
the call of so highly respectable a body of his fellow-townsmen, and I 
therefore at once unreservedly accede to the request which you have 
done me the honour to address to me on this important occasion. 

If I venture to indulge a hope of being able to render any service 
to my native town in the capacity of its Parliamentary Representative, 
it is chiefly on two of the grounds to which your invitation has ad- . 
verted in terms far too flattering for me to apprO|)riate them to my de- 
fective qualifications. In the first place, I have long been engaged 
amongst you in business of various kinds, public and private, and 
thus cannot but posses^ some knowledge of your local interests ; and 
secondly, I have been, for the greater part of my life, habitually occu- 
pied in the study of those principles of national policy, on which aU 
the momentous questions that now engross the public mind, must be 
determined. 

It is unnecessary to trouble you on this occasion with any exposi- 
tion of my political sentiments. I wiD only say that there are two 
fundamental doctriu^ with the impi^rtance of v\|hich I am deeply im- 
pressed, and which,, should I be entrusted with the office of a repre- 
sentative of the| people, I should be prepaid to follow out to their 
consequences. One is, that all political power without exception, 
whether in the hands of Kings, Ministers, KepresentativeSy or Elec- 
tors, 18 rightfully held only for the public good ; the other is,. that the 
same principles of moral rectitude, the same rigid adherence to equity 
and abstinence from encroachment on the rights of others, which are 
required in private life, ought to mark all political transactions whether 
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between a government and the people, or between one nation and 
another. The observance of these two princfples would alone, in my 
judgment, go far to obliterate all the evils arising from political inis^ 
rule. 

Any further explanation of my opinions wbiildy I am conscious, be 
here out of place ; and I feel it" is time to conclude by expressing my 
Warmest thanks for the hi^h honour conferred upon roe by your un- 
solicited offer of support, in the event of that great change in the re- 
presentative system which we now most confidently anticipate.

Mr. Ward 8 reply : — 

" I thank you, Genltlemen, most sinoerely, for the liighly flattering 
address whieh you have presented from so numeoous and Tespect- 
abie a body of my townsmen. To be tliought deserving of such a 
distinction by those who have witnessed the whole course of my 
life» is truly gratifying. That the proposed electors of Sheffield 
should think !me worthy of representing the interests and feelings of 
so laige a commtmity as ours is-^— consisting of above 90^000 
persons ; that they should deem me competent to act in a legisla- 
torial capacity, in 4hat distinguished assembly of individuals to 
whom the wel&re of above one hundred millions of people is com- 
mitted, cannot but be regarded as the greatest honour which has 
ever been conferred upon me : and such I honestly tell you, are my 
sentiments respecting it. You cannot pay me this high compliment 
as an homage to vn^alth or rank ; but, judging from the slight ser- 
vices you suppose me to have akeady done to my fellow-citizens, you 
call upmi tore for other and greater. I should be truly happy to 
render tliem ; and if toy ambkion aud vanity were greater than my 
prudence and integraty^ I should eagerly accept your oftered Ikvour. 
But,^^ifying as aiseat in Parliament would be — congenial as is the 
study of poiilicB to tny inclinatiotis-^amrious as I am «o be useful 
to my e6untry — ^and diesirous, as I must be, to evince my gratitude 
for your kindness, circumstances forbid me to protnfse nov)^ that I 
will appear among the candidates when she day of election shall 
arrive. The dttentidn required from me by a young and tmotherUtt 
family, and etigagemenis in business conCfaeCed with hovoumble men, 
impose duties whidh 'cannot be neglected : they must be punctually 
discharged, or faithfully- provided £s. At the present time, then, 1 
feel myself'Unabb to accept the proSftred honour. Whether the yet 
unoertam, and possibly distant (4i>rod of your obtaining ^e ^leelive 
franchise^ thay nnd me able to act acddratng toy^Mif^i^lies aifdmV 
own, I know not ; but I hold myself at liberty to do Vhratt ihm 
then seem to me most eligiblet mid I as readily free you from all 
necessity io teurre your votes ibr me^aal claim a right to keep 
myself unfettered by any pledge. K^t that I wish yon to promiie 
your votes to any one; for I wduM wi^h the electors of the whde 
kingdom to - discourage all applications from candidates or their 
agents, and Co pres^M themselves at the wolmg booth, unpledged and 
free. It is not the election ttseif ^fch occasionally Jnlrbdttoesili- 
williamong 'frieudsadd neighbours, but it is the previous €ariv ato *■ 
it is the attempt of one Committee to out-manoeuvre mother— tihe 
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temptation to resort to undue influence — the ioopulse to go beyond 
what is strictly right, and to persuade men to vote for others thar 
those whom their unbiassed choice would prefer. I heartily wish it 
was penal to canvass any man for his votes — then treating and 
bribery, the troublesome and expensive array of contending Commit- 
tees, would hardly be known, and men would attend the hustings 
unpledged, and would choose the candidate whom they really wished 
to be their representative. Happy will it be for SheflSeld if that 
bad system.be never introduced here ; and I would advise you to tell 
the man who may call upon you to follow his opinion as to whom 
you should choose, that you are able and desirous to judge for ;^6ur*> 
selves, and that he will only injure his friend by the attempt to 
canvass for him. And surely it must be the mora agreeable and 
the more honourable for a representative to be chosen by the unbought 
and unbiassed votes of the electors, than by intimidation, interest, 
to undue influence. I assure you, gentlemen, I regard the compli- 
ment paid to me the more flattering, since i/ou know that three 
candidates have already declared themselves, and that many of my 
friends have withdrawn from me, when they ascertained that I was 
not prepared to make promises which others were ready to make. 
That' you still urge me to strive for ground already occupied is a 
convincing proof of your zeal and confidence in the event of a contest. 
I hope, gentlemen, that you will not think me too indecisive in my 
answer. Circumstances are diflerent from what they generally are 
when elections are approaching. On the dissolution of Parliament, 
and issue of the writs, candidates must immediately act ; and if a new 
Parliament were now called, I should unequivocally, though with 
reluctance, give a negative to your kind invitation ; but as I know 
not the situation in which I may be placed' when the period of 
election shall arrive, I trust that I pay the greatest respect to your 
wishes by reserving my ultimate decision to a future day. Should 1 
then refuse to enter into the perplexing arena of a public and political 
life, I shall remain contented in my own happy domestic circle, 
anxious in retirement for the welfare of the State, and gratified if I' 
shall see the interests of my native town represented by able and 
honest men of your own free choice." 



At a subsequent period, the 8th of June, 1833, Mr. Ward issued 
the following address to the Electon^ of Sheffield :-— 

Gentlemen, — The Charter of your Liberties, greater than 
Magna Charta,— -is at length obtained after a glorious, difBcuh-, and 
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bloodless struggle. Yours is now the long and eagerly desired pri- 
vilege of electing your own representatives, and the nominees of 
Peers and Boroughmongers will soon be driven from the People*s 
Parliament. I sincerely congratulate you on this happy event. 
May you improve it as men wbo deserve the privileges they have 
so nobly won ! May you never elect Kepresentatives who will be- 
tray your sacred cause ! When, nine months ago, a numerous and 
respectable portion of your body required the humble individual 
who now addresses you, to become a Candidate for the honour of 
representing his native Town in the House of Commons, I was un- 
able, though anxious — to say decisively that I would comply with 
the Requisition. But now the time of uncertainty is past, I have 
no doubt or hesitation on the subject. I will faithfully represent 
you, if you will elect me to this inportant office. I promise you un- 
remitting exertions to discharge my ^uty ; I promise you diligent en- 
deavours to understand the various important questions which must 
arise ; and I promise you regular attendance at my post, and to re- 
sign rather than neglect the momentous charge with which you may 
entrust me, My opinions on the most urgent subjects are well 
known. I believe they coincide with yours as nearly as it is pos- 
sible for men to be agreed. My whole course of life has been before 
my Townsmen, and you can jud^e whether I have been engaged in 
laudable and patriotic pursuits, and have been active in promoting 
your private and public interests. For my future conduct I fearlessly 
appeal to the past. I will, as I have ever done, assert my indepen- 
dence and yours — cringing to no one, and thinking for myself. As 
Reform has been my Motto, so shall it continue. If the House of 
Commons be completely reformed, which is uncertain, — are there no 
abuses remaining in the State which require Reform ? Alas ! I 
fear too many ; and these shall have my strenuous Opposition. I 
will retrench with Hume — I will relieve Taxation with Parnell — I will 
mprove the Corn Laws with my Lord Milton ; it shall be my object 
to destroy Monopolies, especially that most odious Commercial 
Monopoly, the East India Company's Charter— to rescind unjust 
Privileges, and to introduce those ameliorations in the laws which the 
increasing intelligence of the age loudly demands. The abolition of 
Slavery — the removal of Taxes on Knowledge — the establishment of 
a System of Universal Education, with other similar Reforms, shall 
have my zealous support. 

These are my sentiments, and I doubt not you will approve them. 
You may choose an individual more wealthy than myself^ — more ele- 
vated in ranko— more plausible in tnanners-^more profuse in professions, 
but you canut elect a maq more devoted than I am to your service, 
more desirous of your welfare, or more determined, inflexible, and 
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persevering in the performance of my duty. Your local wants and 
interests are familiar to me* Politics have long been my study and 
delight, and you may depend upon my constant endeavours to ex- 
ercise a sound judgment upon matters, whether private or puhlic, . 
which may demand the attention of parliaroenl. It these considera- 
tions weigh with you, the Electors of Sheffiield, you will do your 
duty ; you will each, in his sphere, act as if the choice depended on 
his own activity — and you will place me on the proud pinnacle to which 
you have invited me to aspire*

NOMINATION PROCEEDINGS. 

On the 12th of Dec. 1832, the nomination of candidates for the Borough of 
Sheffield took place. Very early in the morning syoiptoms of preparation 
b«gan to exhibit themselves among the friends of the respective parties — 
and favours of orange, green, and pink were displayed in the different streets. 
A numerous body of the ** pink*' assembled in Paradise Square, where they 
were met by Mr. Buckingham and a part of his committee ; about hatf.past 
eight o'clock, they proceeded along Bank Street, and i»ere met by a volun- 
teer band of Music, at the bottbm of Angel Street — the manager of which 
politely requested to be allowed to head the procession. This being permitted, 
the members of the band took their station behind the carriages ; the first 
containing Mr. Buckingham, Mr. William Vickers, and Mr. VV. Ibbotson, 
and the second Mrs. Buckingham and several other ladies. Then followed 
Mr. Buckingham's committee, and a long stream of friends. The whole 
proceeded up Angel Street, Higli Street, Fargate, Barker*s Pool, down 
Burgess Street, along Union Street, Norfolk Street, Market Street, Hay. 
market, to the front of the Corn Exchange, where they were enthusiastically 
welcomed by the people in attendance. While the procession was moving 
. along, a second large party of Mr. Buckingham's friends had collected in the 
Square, who on hearing that their distinguished favourite was on bis way to 
the hustings, took the nearest route t6 the scene, and joined the rirst party in 
the Haymarket. Mr. Ward and Mr. Bailey's friends had already a j'rived, 
and occupied their respective places on the hustings. Mr. Parker and his 
friends soon followed. The area in frotit of the Exchange contained above 
20,000 persons. 

About ten o'clocl^, T. Dunn, Esq. the Master Cutler, read the order which, 
in his official capacity, he had published, calling together all manner of 'per- 
sons interested in the eleetion of member^ to represent the Borough of 
Sheffield in the ensuing Parliament. 

Mr. Wilson, the law clerk to the Cutlers* Company read at length the < 
writ authorising the election. Mr. Dunn then presented himself, to open 
the business of the day; and spoke as follows: — 

Fellow Townsmen, — It is with great pleasure that I now address you, as 
electors of the Borough of Sheffield. It is a character which you have 
sought and deserved for forty years, and by peaceable perseverance you have 
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DOW obtained it If, as eleetora, you take care to cbooie men of sound judg- 
ment and independent principles, a removal of many of the evils whicb now 
unhappily distress the oountry— and that it is deeply distressed ail must agree 
—may be reasonably expected. This distress* I believe, is not.tbe conse- 
quence of the natural order of things, but the oensequenoe of misgovern - 
ment — A reform in the representation of the people, I feel, is the only 
means of obtaining a removal of grievances; and I am fully satisfied, 
that if men of principle be returned, that the. time will speedily ar- 
rive when the workmen will have sufficient labour, at good remunerating 
prices. I know that distrsss is not limited to the labouring classes, but ex- 
tends to merchants, roaster manufacturers, and farmers ; but I feel confident, 
that if persons are chosen from amongst us, who are cognisant of the causes 
of our distress, relief will presently be afforded. Amongst the chief evils 
which afflict the country, such men will turn their attention to commercial 
monopolies, the Corn Laws, and the deficiencies in the circulating medium. 
These, in my opinion, rank highest amongst the causes of our distress. 
There is, besides, the trade in human blood, which must be remembered — 
and the bill for the regulation of infimt- labour in factories, which is also im- 
portant. I think I have mentioned topics sufficiently numerous to occupy 
the attention of a reformed parliament. The enemies of such a Parliament 
have asserted that we are not fit to be trusted with the liberty we have obtain- 
cd ; but I feel assured that oar love of peace and good order will convince 
them how much they have dealt in slander, and that the close of the present 
election in particular will be an example of peace and good will for all suc- 
ceeding contests. With regard to the particular proceedings of this meeting, 
to prevent all confuiipn^ I wish it to be clearly understood, that until each 
candidate ha& finished his speeoh» I shall permit no question to be put to him. 
At the conclusion of each address, I shall call on any one to put such ques- 
tions to him of a political nature as may be thought expedient. When no 
further questions are demanded of a candidate, I shall call on the next in 
succession to come forward, and shall permit no further questions of his 
predecessor. This arrangement, T think, will give each candidate a fair 
opportunity of expressing his sentiments,. and will besides prevent tumult. 
I conclude by expressing my confident opinion, that you, the men of Hallam- 
shire, will prove by your conduct during the week, that you are worthy of 
the long-desired and long-withheld privilege you are this day called upon to 
exercise. (Loud cheers.} 

Jaiix& WiLSOM, Esq. Law Clerk' to the Cutlers' Company, having read 
the Bribery Act, the Master Cutlor enquired if any gentleman had a candi- 
date to propose. 

Dr. KvioBT came forward. He said :«-I have the high honour to pro. 
pose Mr. John Parker, as a fit and proper person to represent this boroiigb 
in Parliament — (groans.) 

Josxra Bead, Ksq. secooded Mr. Parker's nomination. (Great disap- 
probation.) 

Mr. TATTSMBALLbere^ffinred himself to the meeting, and. said, that as 
much obloquy had been thrown on one of the candidates, owing to the sup- 
pose non- possession of the legal qualification demanded for a member of 
Parliament, he requested that forthwith Mr. Buckingham be required to 
prove bis qualifioatiqn on oath. 

Mr. EnwA&D Smith came forward and said :— Fellow Townsmen, I beg 
leave to present to you Samuel Bailey, of Burn Greaye, as a fit and proper 
person to represent this borough in the ensuing Parliament ; and I do here* 
by nominate him aacordingly.— -(Loud cbeera.^

I am of opinion, therefore, that the old 
ParUament of England, as established at ibe Revolution, is about the pro* 
per time ; and shall, therefore, be anxious to see our representative system 
still further improv^ed by. triennial elections., .^iid nextas to the formation 
of th^s 'I'ariiament, I. solemnly repeat my assertion, that no person in tbia 
assembly is more anxious for the perfect freedoip of Election than myself. 
Votes or Biippoi:t on any other ground I totally repudiato. As an old Re- 
former I am d^^^rmined, and am prepared to support any measures which 
may be necessary to ensure it. Whether it be the interference of one man, 
or the interference of many men. it is equally inconsistent with the freedom 
of Election. If. therefore, it so turns out that in any sufficient number of 

. juistapces, this freedom of ][^tection is outraged, eitbei* by tbe landlord or 
proprietor, or by the dictation of large bodies of men in exercising unconsti- 
tutional iotimidatipn, I wil) uot hesitate about having recourse to such me^Q* 
as shall accomplish such an end, and the only means I know of is the Ballot. 
I confess I would rather raise a higher moral ieeling of independence amongst 
the different orders of society ; and to me it would be a more glorious, sight 
to see £nglisbni^n come up to the poll free tongued, after the manner of 
tbejr nation, and give their votes according to their consciences, without any 
act, impedimeat, or. tpolestation whatever; but If that cannot bc^^if men of 

. power, and bodies of lin^o exercising power, will bring it to that pass, it is 
their act not mine, ,9^(1 to the ballot we most come. And now having got 

. ^be New Parliament together — having asseinbled the Council of the Nation 
at Westminster, I proceed to explain what measures ought in my judgment 
to be brought before the New House of Commons, and*, on these subjects I 
entertain a confident belief that my sentiments are in unison with a great 
majority of the electors. This great council is now fefprmjed* % have shown 
what I conceive its duration ought to be, and the machinery by which it 
should be collected. The measures to originate from it are the next object, 

• and to these! shall apply myself. Far be it from nie to inculcate doctrines 
subversive of our riglit to make improvement : ff^r be it froin me to question 
in many instances the policy of doing so : but this I say, that in my judg- 
ment the constitution of this country contains within itself tbe full element of 
sufficiency for the happiness and prosperity of these kingdoms. ,A|nd first, I 
will say that tbe laws, civil, commercial, and .ecdesifistic, must be apnended. 
Hnvlng^been educated in tlie study of them, and naturally feeling a strong 
io^ere^ in enjdeayouring to increase their u^efulnes^ I shall readily ^end 
myself to economize andvexpedite their, processes. As a practical man in 
.courts of la^w, I know their defects; as a practical man 1 have better means 
than those of others to eradicate those defects, and to pUce' them in a position 

-. of usefulness^ economy, and perspicuity. This, of all others, is. a subject 
, iDost infiportant to a commercial town. You have contrt^ct^, and want to 

. ij^yethem executed.— You have rights, and want to ^av^e them^ saced in 
.economical courts of justice. — I say, therefore, that tiU ouir system of laws is

I. am prepared tor either fortune^ and 1 most respectfully await your 
decision. '

As to'ibe Act of ^rf?am«nt, 
Ithje Trustees weff ,'con|pelled to get It ; they could not et^ale a leaM VitAf- 
out it ; and tq enable 'them to do thi^. was their sole object. tfelifjveM, 
my friendsy yqvi ,!>^^?, no evil ^o fear from a body chosen by tfhe fl-eehoM^, 
if the electors discharge their duty^' But to ^ow by deeds thlit I' 'Atfi' a 
friend to publicity^ as, I Ain. not afraid' of pledge, when they are right, I now 
ofi&r a voluQiary pledge* ITpu know the accounts of ^he Town Ti'ost are 
at presf nt exhibited annually to the freeholders^, at the Town Hal), ttdf&r'd" 
ing to the Act, I hereby pledge npiyself to prdpose to the Xo*to Trustee^ 
that they .hie print^ '^d published also, for the convenien(dle of 'tjbelr edd- 
siituenls. If I deny tliat the. Tbwiv Trust is a Corrupt and' babe corporation, 
yet I grant that too many corporations are so. Their mdndpoly, their selfNR- 
pi|ss» their extra vagancSf and their oppression are enormous ; white tbcSr 
neglect to comply with the conditions of their charters is notorious and 
shameful. A reformed Parliament, will surely correct these abuses; «M 
provide that all municipal oncers ahalt be chosen by free and open ^ecilidh^, 

. not secretly by themselves* England prides herself upon the purity of her 
jjuatice : it would be well coiild she also upon its. cheapness and dispiitt^. 
Besides the general <^mplaint on this he^, we in Sheffield 'hav6 a lock! 
,one, which renders some alteration necessary in the AMize systeitt of ihe 
County.

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not copnipanci undue influence over tny tnind. I will endeaToor A6 observe 
,t|)cstrieiett inipartiality between contending interests. I have nonv done. Sf 
you trleei nie, 1 shall regard (he honoin* as being paid to me for itoy pait con- 
duct, and shal) accept it a» the reward of my undeviating efforts, to do ray 
duty as a Citizen, a member of the t'oromunity in this my native toivn. 
Allow, me to add, that thinking Electors should seek Rispresentatives, and 
not tfattt Representatives should seek Electors. I have not solicited a aingle 
vote fr.om any individual. This I hope will' serve as an apology to all wlio 
ma| think there is heed of one for the omission. With sincere wishes for 
joi^r welfare, and the purity of election in the Borough, I no# for the pre- 
sent take my leave, gratefully thanking you for your kind attention.— 
(Loud eheers.) 

Mr. BucxiNGHAM now came forward, and was received with loud cheerv. 
He said. Gentlemen, — Electors of the Borough of Sheffield,— Coming as I 
do, after the other Candidates have addressed you, I labour uhder a disadvan- 
tage, in consequence pf my having necessarily to touch upon points already 
discussed by them. I, as much as any one, wish that you may choose the 
nvost fit person to represent you, and, discarding every other consideration, I 
conceive that fitness for the discharge of its important duties — and fitness 
alone, should b^ the test by which all the Candidates should be tried and 
judged. 

With reference, however, to what has been safd-foytbeotfaiftr Candidates 
who have addreased yo^,,I stand in an unfavourable position,— >a9, in conse- 
quence of the cordial reception which yoii gave the first gentleman, I did not 
hear one word of what was said by him. — (Laughter.) ButNvitb respect to 
the Candidate who succeeded him» I was rather more fortunate, as I heard 
aome of the sentences which escaped him ; and I intend making one or two 
remarks upon what was said by that gentleman. 

In the observations made by that honourable individual — and X give him 
great credit for purity of intention — he declares that he has no sinister object in 
view ; as the motive by which be was actuated, was a desire to serve his country. 
He did not presume to ^ome forward until a requisition had been presented to 
him, in consequence of which he was induced to cousent to undertake the ardu- 
. ous task. I do not doU|bt the purity of ^is motives ; far be it from me to ques- 
tion th^ inotivfs of any man ; but I hope that if you give others credit for sin- 
, gieoess of purpose, you will do me the justice to give me equal credit for 
. disinterestedness. I also did not presume to offer myself until I had received 
a re<mifiifjion ; when I felt satisfied that, being a stranger, your attachntent to 
m^emust be strong, indeed, to give me this invitation, for not being an inhabi- 
tant of the town,, I could not bring forward any 'local defVices as a claim tipon 
your support, or exercis(e any local influence to ' coinraand it. I have only 
. my public character to. recoipmend nie. ' In the next place, the honourable 
Candida^ said that he did not desire place, and would not have pension ; and 
that if he were sent. to Parliament he woiild not deviate from the right codi^e. 
He was then speaking of the future, I, however^ cdn fortunately speak also 
of the, past.,, .1 think, thai the performance orput)1ic duty, whtn in opposition 
to private. interests, i^nd.the sacrifice of every personal consideration when put 
,in oompetition-r- wiUi the. d.ischarge of that duty, of which' I have given so 
many proofs in my past life, is as good a siecuriiy tot itry fidelity in thef\iture, 
.as a^y man^cai^ oSer, But t do not, therefore, abstain from pledging myself 
,to let tt^efutufe resemble the past, iii that respect at least -^and, therefore, I 
• vffjir, you tb^ solemn assurance that I will' make th6' interests of the 
I qc^ntiry.at laf^e, my ,firat consideration in all that 1 may''beGalfed upon to do. 
— Mr. Bailey contends thai it is necessary to havie m^ti' of various attainments 
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and qualifications in tlienev Partianncnt, in illustration of which he aliuded 
to the story of ProciusteS) with ^Hich his classical studies have no doubt 
made him familiar ; who, if a person Were too Iqog for his bed would shorten 
him, and Tf too short would stretch him to the length required. The appli- 
cation of this ancient tradition is meant to shew that as it will be neceysary to 
have a variety of talent in the new House of Commons; if men are too 
short, they may be stretched to the required standard, aiwi if too long, they 
may he shortened. But in the Piiliament gone by, there were men of very 
varied'talen<s — a siball sprinkling Osgood thinking and good speaking, but a 
much larger share of talent in good eating and good d riiiking-^( Laughter)— 
as well as for sharing the plunder which had btJen wrung from your pockets, 
and had been procured by the sweat of your brows. (Cheers) But it it 
to be hoped that things will not be conducted in the manner they have been 
^11 a Reformed House of Commons. (Cheering.) For my own part indeed, 
LAo not see the necessity of trying the experiment of Procrustes, in reduc- 
ing or enlarging men to 'the required standard, when you can have men to fit 
the bed exactly. (Laughter.) Ahd thua I think that the story of Procrustea 
is the strongest .'argument against altering men,, when y.ou can have them 
exactly of the dimensions required. 

In the fertility of his wit, the exuberance of his fancy, and largely creative 
powers of his fine imagination, Mr. Bailey gave you a beautiful and happy 
designation of the several Candidates, as ships of difTerent classes and kinds, 
tn the first place he mentioned ** a man of war, from the dock-yarda of the 
House of Orange**' •• a tight little brig from Sheffield Park," ** and the fast- 
sailing East Indiman from Calcutta.*' Now, although I do not pretend to 
be ap oracle of naval metaphor, yet I think you will give me credit for pos- 
sess ng a sufficient kuowledge of salt water a fiairs to explain this. In th« 
first place .then, '* a loan of war** is generally employed, for intimidation or 
force; and I think that you will admit that is a very proper designation for 
Air. Parker, as a man of war is generally supposed to carry a great weight of 
metal, and is therefore well calculated to represent the monied interests of the 
town. He next spoke of ** a tight little brig from Sheffield Park,** which waa 
probably spoken witliout considering the full extent and meaning of the expres- 
aiiin^ for when the oracles of old were inspired, they often spoke what they 
did not understand themselves, Uiough it was understood by others^ and 
modern oracles m^j sometimes^ do the same; " a tight little brig,** then, 
it one that will neycr. spring « leak, and will stand all weathers and all 
atorms, which is it^ no danger of becoming foundered or shipwrecked, and 
perhapf Mr. Ward pay yet prove the truth and force of this designation 
given to lus little v^el.-*-( Cheers.) Mr. Bailey next lK)nours me with 
a designatiqo of which. 1 am more proiid than all the rest, and for which I 
return ray inoat hearty thanks, vis. that, of '* the fast sailing. East Indiaioah 
from Calcutu.|* Yes, Sirs, they have found that I have sailed too fast for 
them already. ^And, by and by, they will find tha( my fast-sailing qualities 
will place me. higher jipon the poll, than the .man of war with ^U her heavy 
metal, may. now thii^k possible. But there is something more in a fasu 
Sf^iiing ^ast Indiatnan. .An East Indiaman, you know,, generally carries 
the richest freight ff all the ships that navigate th^ s^A ; and with fast- 
aail|ng thus comUinedy a cargo of a rich and varied, Viod. I only hope that 
X may jl^e found to possess ibia happy combination, and then, I need not fear 
L^eis«u«. The. honpurable, gentleman. bowever» did not designate himsalf, 
4Mid therefore I. will uke the ^liberty to supply this slight omission, by fur- 
nishing'a maritime comparison for him also, and rate hiqa in his pioper 
class of shipping. I consider Mr. Bailey, thenj to resemble a steam vessel 
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o£ the most, approved mode), with all the , ;macbinery perfect aod io good 
order— but the engine kept at too low a pre'teard. ' Ttie steam is too dKBcuIt 
to be got up — there is A want bf fire,: and altbd'ugh' when the weather is 
line and the water smooth, and the bright 'sunshine cheers the sky, he 
'would make a good, cruizer on rivers' and smooth waters— yet, bring him 
*out into thet)oistcrbbs'oceAn— set him to saH upon the sea of strife and con- 
Tehiiony— briAg.ttie chilling night air to bear upon his frame as well at the 
day, and he wduld btf utterly lost ih^the conflict— (Laughter.) 
' Time will show whether these designations arc not rCally prophetic, as 
well as true : and w|iether the fate to await each of us, wilt not correspond 
vi^ry accurately t^ith' the' happy comparison mad6. Mr. Bailey declares that 
'he niiakes these alluBio'ns in the m6st friendly spirit, and I reply, that my 
comment on them is in the same- kind strain. He asserts, that he has no 
other object than A desire id serVe his country ; and I re-echo the same 
assertion and with equal truth. Being limited in the time within whiich I 
can address you ; and desiring not to detain you a moment longer than is 
necessary, at this advanced period, of out proceedings, I must content inyself 
for the prestsnt, with referring ybu to the many speeches, lind addresses whi6h I 
have already detlver^d to assembled thousdhds id this ro'^n, on former occasions, 
lor an expositiop of my political creed. It is su^ientl^r familiar to you all. and 
cannot need repetition in detail. I will, thercforB, content myself with enumer- 
ating the heads only ofibose imporunt object to which my earliest and mo«t 
'earnest attention will be' directed, should you do' me the honour to elect me as 
your Representative in Fdrllament. | arm'a sinccreadmlrer pf the pj)iIatithropic 
'maxim or the venerable Bentham, ilr^dy quoted -by Mr. Ward, t will ad- 
vocate ** the gr^At^st happiness of the greatest 'nunfiber of people, and that 
'/pr the greatest length of tiqbe.'-'^ If you send 'me' to the 'House of Com- 
mons, I shall go there as freely and as indeptnt)ent)y as' any man that i6ay 
take his seat tvithiri its walls. - I in^Ul^nelih^r be the nominee of i^ny toad or 
any set of men. Keither dukes, noir eark, nor lords, will have been instru- 
mental in my election, and I shall owe them no retain for favour^ reteive'd^ 
and to them, as well as to ftll others; I wHl therefore fearlessly speak what 
'I think : add Kct on what I profess. Rather than do otherwise, I would 
sacrifice the dearest interests I . possess : and w^irhdraw wholly ftom the 
responsibility of public life.
